Superintendent’s Report 
To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Union: 


For the second year all pupils in town have 
been enjoying our central building which so well 
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meets our school needs. At the opening of schools 
this fall there were 177 in the grades and 79 in 
High school. 


The lower grade rooms are very crowded, the 
Primary room having 50 pupils and the third and 
fourth grade room, 54. This Primary room will 
continue to be crowded every year so long as child- 
ren are permitted to enter school at the age of five 
years thus making it necessary to have a sub-primary 
group and a first as well as a second grade in this 
room. Did children enter school at the age of six 
years instead of five as much could be accomplished 
in two years as is now being done in three years. 
This is possible because this sub-primary group of 
five year old children takes more than its share of a 
teacher’s time and thus the first and second grades 
do not get the time and attention that rightly should 
be theirs. Many parents also realize that when 
their five year old children are transported to 
school and have to remain the entire day they get 
very tired before arriving home at night. 


Principal and Mrs. Nickerson resigned in June 
as Mr. Nickerson wished to complete his course at 
the University of Maine. Both Mr. and Mrs 
Nickerson were superior teachers and during the 
past year and two terms they have been a great help 
to our schools and community. 


We were very glad to secure as principal of the 
Grammar school Wendell Eaton of Dexter who is a 
graduate of Farmington Normal school and the Uni- 
versity of Maine. As low grade assistant Ann Hart 
of South Hope was secured. Miss Hart is also a 
graduate of the University of Maine. Both Mr. Ea- 
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ton and Miss Hart have proven themselves to be very 
promising teachers. 


For the tenth year we have been fortunate 
to continue to have the superior services of Principal 
Thomas and Miss Merrifield. At the opening of 
schools this fall Mrs. Mitchell was unable to teach 
and Cassie Poshkus of Durham, who was graduated 
from Bates college in June, was secured as teacher 
of English and French. 


Mrs. Cooper has continued her much appreci- 
ated work as musical director. The high school 
Minstrel show which was put on under her direction 
during the winter term was a real success. _ In May 
of last year Mrs. Cooper took a High School chorus 
to the State Musical Festival and plans are being 
made for a larger chorus to attend this year. 


During the latter part of the summer it was 
found that the stringers in the entrance on the High 
school side of the building had so rotted that they 
had to be replaced and while this was being done it 
was found that the sill on this end of the building 
had also so badly rotted that this had to be replaced. 
This work was done by Raymond Butler and cost 
$272.71. Hoping to prevent further trouble win- 
dows were made in the wall to aid in ventilation. 


The Woman’s Community Club has the past 
year, not only bought music books for the middle 
grades, but has also purchased flags with standards 
for each of the grade rooms and high school. These 
gifts are indeed appreciated. 


High school scholarships of your donor to the 
amount of $4750.00 have been paid and there is due 
for scholarships that have already been awarded, 
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$2750.00, a total amount awarded $7500.00. The 
scholarships awarded last June were $250.00 for 
four years and $250.00 to Betty Farris also for four 
years. 

In closing this report I wish to thank citizens 
for their support of schools and every school ac- 
tivity. I wish especially to express to the members 
of the committee my sincere appreciation of their in- 
terest in every school problem.

Superintendent of Schools Report — 


To the superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Union: 


As another school year is faced it must be re- 
alized that there will be a considerable increase in 
school costs for the coming year. Sufficient funds 
must be raised to maintain schools up to their high- 
est possible efficiency for whatever the war may do 
to our citizens, our young people must be better pre- 
pared than ever before to meet the days ahead, for 
the coming generation will have far more and hard- 
er problems to face than we have ever known. 
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The coming year will bring changes in our 
schools.. Both Mr. Robbins and Mr. Lever expect 
to enter the service, and because of the very few 
men to enter the teaching profession, it will proba- 
bly be necessary to elect women to their positions. 
These changes may make it advisable to have the 
high school principal act as principal of the build- 
ing, how the coaching of sports can be arranged, 
however, will be a problem. 


There were three changes in the teaching corps 
when schools opened this fall.. Mr. Eaton, who was 
principal of the Grammar school last year, was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Robbins of Rangely, a graduate of 
Farmington Normal School, and Miss Hart, w_.o was 
the low grade assistant, was succeeded by Miss Rob- 
bins of South Hope, also a graduate of Framingham 
Normal. In the high school, Mrs. Nunan was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Lever of Lewiston, a Bates College 
graduate as English-French teacher and coach of 
the high school girls in baseball and basketball. 


There were no changes this fall in transporta- 
tion. Mr. Abbott has continued to transport from 
the Round Pond-Nye routes; Mr. Blake, the Hib- 
bard-Stone route; Mr. Gould, the East Union-South 
Union route; and Mr. Hawes, from the Hawes dis- 
trict. 


Mrs. Cooper has continued her superior work 
as music supervisor and we feel especially fortunate 
to have her unusual services. 


We have been fortunate also in having John 
Leach as custodian of the building for another year. 
His faithful services are indeed appreciated.

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The Woman’s Club this fall bought for the 
grades more music books which have been very 
much enjoyed and appreciated. 


The work in the grades has continued most 
satisfactorily. Mrs. Heath, Miss Hawes and Mrs. 
Starrett have continued their faithful service and 
both Principal Robbins and Miss Robbins have 
proven to be excellent teachers. High school under 
‘the direction of Principal Thomas and his co-work- 
ers, Miss Merrifield and Sub-Master Lever has been 
a real success. 


The scholarships of your donor the last four 
years have amounted to $10,500.00 and were 
awarded as follows: 


In June 1988—Eleanor Simmons, $250.00 for 
four years; Louise Newbert, $250.00 for two years; 
Susan Abbott, $250 for two years; and Muriel Han- 
nan, $250.00 for two years. 


In June 1939—Bruno Aho, $250.00 for four 
years; Burnell Farris, $250.00 for four years; Alice 
Layr, $250.00 for two years; Mildred Butler, 
$125.00 for two years; and Helen Mitchell, $125.00 
for two years. 


In June 1940—Marjorie Butler, $250.00 for 
four years; and Betty Farris $250.00 for four years. 


In June 1941—Norma McEdward, $250.00 for 
four years; Barbara Morton, $250.00 for four years; 
and William Young, $250.00 for four years. 


After attending college two years and using 
$500.00 of his award of $1000.00, Burnell Farris 
decided to leave college for the present as he had 
an unusual opportunity to work and he has asked 
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that the unused $500.00 of his award be returned 
to the fund to aid some other deserving student. 


William Young did not enter college this fall 
as he had planned and he has not as yet used any 
of his award. 


There is a balance in the Scholarship Fund of 
$2000.00 which can be awarded in June 1942 or 
part in 1942 and part in 1943. 


When the work of painting the school building 
was begun in the summer it was found that many 
of the finish boards around the top of the building 
had so badly rotted that they had to be replaced. 
This unexpected expense caused the overdraft in the 
repairs account. 


During the summer of 1940 it was found that 
some of the stringers and a piece of sill on the 
northeastern end of the building had become rotted 
and had to be replaced. Windows were put in 
along the eastern end of the building and it was 
hoped that there would be no further trouble. There 
is, however, evidence of more trouble on the south- 
eastern end of the building which should be re- 
paired during the summer. 


In closing this report I wish once more to 
thank the Members of the Committee and all who 
have helped to make the schools the success that 
they have been.

To the Superintendent, School Committee 
and Citizens of Union: 


The high school opened in September with an 
enrollment of 76. Since that time five students 
have left school leaving an enrollment of 71. Of 
this number 17 are Seniors, 22 are Juniors, 12 are 
Sophomores and 20 are Freshmen. 

During the spring vacation of last year, the 
senior class enjoyed a trip to New York City. The 
bus fares were paid from the class funds and the 
remainder of the expense by the students. The 
trip proved such a success that the present senior 
class is making plans for a similar trip this spring. 

The Business Training Class, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Merrifield, has sponsored the sale of 
Defense Bonds and Stamps in the high school. The 
plan has been very successful and at this writing the 
total sales are $447. We feel this to be a fine 
record for a school of this size. 

The school has this year continued the usual 
work in music, athletics and dramatics. 

I should like to take this opportunity to thank 
all who have helped to make our school activities 
successful.
